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(57) Abstract: Railway rail ( 1) for guiding a wheel of a rail guided vehicle, said rail comprising a body (3) having a running surface 
(3 A) for cooperation with a wheel to be guided and non-running surface (3B) provided with a plurality of perforations (10) extending 
from one part of the non-running surface to another part of the non-running surface, the average distance (Dl) between two adjacent 
perforations being less than twice the diameter of the smallest enclosing circle (11) of the cross sectional profile normal to die 
longitudinal axis of the rail. 
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
